An expansion in shipments of 
cabbage from Mississippi to these 
markets would have reduced 
prices, but reductions would have 
been small when compared to the 
increase in volume. If Mississip- 
pi shipments to the 35 markets 
in 1959 had been doubled (from 
354 to 700 carlots), net prices to 
shippers in the state would have 
been increased to fivefold (from 
954 to 700-carlots), net prices to.

St. Augustine grass is one of 


the popular lawn coverings of 
Mississippi homes.
